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Daylight Saving in Spots.

Daylight saving goes into effect
in this ecity at 2 o'clock in the morn-
ing of to-morrow, Sunday, April 24. It
is to prevall until September 25, Tt Is
established by a city ordinance au-
thorized by the law which abolishes it
for the State as a whole but permits
it to exist in cltles and villages by
local arrangement. As the bunks,
exchanges, theatres and other public
{nstitutlons are falling {nto llne with
the ordinance New Yorkers wlil
be obliged to adopt 1t for the sake
of convenlence. Everybody will be
obliged therefore to put his watches
and clocks shead at or before 2
o'clock to-morrow morning.

Thus the citizens who Tise by thelr
timepleces at 7 will really be getting
up at 6; if they think they dlne or
take luncheon at 1 o'clock they will
be doing so at noon by the sun, and,
retiring with the hands on the dial
at midnight, they really will be turn-
ing In at 11 P. M. Within the clity the
plan may be tolerated, as everybody
will be running on the same scheduie.
But the minute the city bounds are
passed the mnan In motion will find
himself lost In the complexities of &
sort of checker bonrd of time.

A large number of cities and vil-
lages in this and other States are fol-
lowing the exampie of New York and
adopting the newfangled plan; but
great numbers of other places are
refusing to do so, and all the rural
districta are resolutely adhering to
stundard time. This Is true of ad-
jolning States as well as of New
York. The rallroads are therefore
in a plekle, nud the traveller with
daylight saving time on his watch will
have n reries of problems to solve.

The rallronds are readjusting thelr
gervice for commuters to and from
New York so us to make the actual
running of trains sull NWew York
business hours so far ns possible.
But the tangle of the time tables will
remaln to intensify the nervous straln
of dafly life. There Is no way of
making them sult both times through
which every train must run,

fairs and has so freely shared with
the brethren during two generations;
in responsive tribute to the eloquence

wit of rhetorical expression which
have delighted so many audiences of
all sorts and slzes and safeguarded
so many mahoganies from deadly di-
gestive perils,

But when every other clalm to dls-
tinetion and gratitude has been
catnlogued and admitted by common
ronsent there stlll remains the crown-
Ing achievement, and It is on this that
we like most to dwell on his birthday.
What ecitizen, living or translated, can
dlspute Senator DerEw's title to be
honored as the chlef perfector and
legislator, if not the original dls-
roverer, of Bunlight Ravingz In the
hearts and souls of people?

To the beautifnl art of generating
and dlspensing happiness and making
it chronie he is what Ropert FrrTON
was to the steamboat, or MorsE to the
telegraph, or Bery to the telephone, or
FmsonN to the phonograph and electrie
light, or Harraxp to the submarine,
or the Wrights to the bird flight of
men, From youth to patriarchal age
Dr. Drrew's teachings of a healthy
optimlsm have been continual. He
hns enforced by precept and {llus-
trated by example that preservative
law of life and happlness which was
born into him at Peekskill a year and
thirteen days hefore Trr New Yomk
Henraro, further downstream, printed
its first paper.

Let us celebrate the bright annl-
versary by publishing once more Ben-
ator Derew's own formula and pre-
seription for belng young at 87. The
subjoined remarks of his on the sub-
ject date from so long ago thut they
hnve become part of the common law :

Spain in America.

For many years after the emanci-
pation of the former Spanish colonles
In America it was fashionable in the
new republics to denounce ull things
emanating from Spaln, The vlolent
Ueeds of medimval minded conquls-
tadores were recalled oh every pos-
sible occaslon to Inflame passions en-
Zendered by the wars of Indepen-
dence. Time has healed most of
these wounds, however; now culy be-
nevolent features of Spanish rule are
usually remembered.

In recent years the policy of Spaln
toward Its former dependencles has
been consistently conciliatory. No
opportunity has been neglected tolm-
press upon the Spanlsh American
peoples the common heritage of lan-
guage, custorns and other racial char-
acteristics, notwithstanding the dif-
ferences which have arlsen through
varying environments and the admix-
ture of aboriginal elements. Spanish
professors, statesmen, Journalists and
husiness men have succeeded In re-
viving the cult of the mother country
until the doctrine of Pan-Hispanism
is now a well recognlzed rival of
Pan-Americanism.

Thus far the movement ls mainly
intellectual and ideallstlc. Spanish
American students are being encour-
nged by attractive fellowships to seek
their education In the old universities
of Spain. A recent royal decree has
assigned a number of such fellowships
to ench of the Latin American re-
publies, with the exception of Portu-
guese speaking Brazll. Scholarly so-
cietles In South and Central Amerlea
malntain close relations with similar
organlzations In the Peninsula, and
Pan-Hlspanle congresses of varlous
kinds are frequently promoted by the
Bpanlsh Government. The anniver-
sary of the discovery of Amerlca has
for several years been celebrated by
all the Spanish speaking countries as
the feast day of the Spanish race.

Btill another instance of BSpain's
friendly advances toward the Latin
republics may be seen in the widely
diecussed announcement that EKing
Arrornso is desirous of making a visit
to America during the present year.
The announcement of the possibility
of such n vislt has aroused great en-
thuslasm throughout Spanish America.
The timing of the royal tour in the
present year would permit the sov-
erelgn to witness some of the celebra-
tions which will be held by a number
of the republles in honor of centen-
nials of thelr independence.

Far from begrudging Spaln further

his grandson & fit head for unew
gypsydom that he sent him to &
school In Detroit.

the letters of some¢ of which are
Btruscan to unlearned eyes.” But
none of the books settled the question
whether the gypsles came from India
or Hgypt; whether they came as peni-
tents to Rome for refusing to sheiter
the infant Jesvs when His parents
brought him to the Nile land or came
to Italy as musiclans driven out of an
anclent Perslan court by a king on
nceonnt of thelr profilgacy.

But perhaps that pecullar fondness
of the rest of the world for Romany
may be explained by the fact that just
at this time of the year there comes
to most of us the same longing for the
open air, the rivers and brooks, the
green woods and hard road stralght
ahead which may help little gypsy
Joax back to health and strength.

Paul Revere Rides Again.

“Splashed with mud from hat to
spurs,” a horseback courler imper-
sonating Pavr Revexe galloped from
Boston to Lexington on April 19, the
146th anniversary of the patriot's
historle ride to give nlarm to the
Colonists that British troops were on
the march. Enthuslastic crowds
cheered the horseman along his route
despite the heavy rain, walld testl-
mony indeed to the response of n
never wholly quenched patriotism
awaiting a sufficlently truthful and
pleturesque appeal to the rich inheri-
tance of natlonal memory.

This i1s at the bottom aleo of the
unlversal and gripping interest in the
motion pictures. The human spirit
is eager about the whole gamut of
human  affalrs, experiences and
achlevements. To hear about them
{s good, but to see them also, from
Inception to dénonement: thiy is su-
perb, enthralling. One need only feel
oneself swept by the waves of emo-
tion affecting in common the specta-
tors of n convincing screen drama to
be certaln of this beyond all doubt.

We should have more of these
wholesomely dramatic and stirring
reminders of the great self-forgetting
adventures of the roused human spirit
In the past. They are adequate anti-
toxin for a radicallsm gone rabld.
They vividly keep alight the flame of
self-sacrifice and nobility of heroie
service, all too easily choked by the
accumulating ash of a materialistic
and often sordld present.

Objections to the Thompson Plan of
Adjusting the Interest Rate.

To THm New Yorxk HzmarLo: The so-
called Thompson plan to ralee the rate
of interest on Liberty bonda to prevail-
ing Interest levels and To adjust it at
various times would not mecomplish the
desired result.

| capital, and to try to give tha Govern-
ment a theoretical advantage by a higher
rate would mean that a vast amount of
capitnl now Invested in companies of
producing and wealth Increasing indus-
tries would be diverted to non-productive
Government securities.

This would also automatically reduce
In value all other securities and seriously
affect the esoundness of our savings
btanks, life insurance companfes, &e.,
which now hold the bulk of long term
lower Interest bearing securitles. Far
better we take our loss in Ita present
form than to jeopardize our entire finan-
clal structure.

To make Government securitios more
sttractive the Government must by good
management reduce expenditures and
generously decreass sxisting loans as
well an taxes. Business as well as the
Government will pay the rate of Intarest
preacribed by eonditions—supply and de-
mand—and not by set rates. Whils the
Federal Reserve Bank eets ecertaln In-
torest rateo, It doem not necessarily fol-
low that you can borrow at that rite
sommeralally. To ralse (he rate would
greatly Increnss the oost of living, as
industey would have to pay a atill higher
rite, increasing prices all along tha line
and the consumer bearing ths burdan.
The rates of forelgn exchange reflect
eonditions, and just so do the prices of
Liberty bonds reflect & condition and
not & theory.

Our national assets alones will not de-
termine the price of Liberty bonds, but
the manner in which we keep house and
the amount we reduce our labliities
muat aver be the dstormining factor.
